Public Enemy No. 1, is blamed for 4 0 per cent of a cci­ 
dents inv olv ing deaths, and Professor W. Sherman Smith of the 
Univ ersity of Toledo said he found in a special study that 8 5 per 
cent of fa ta lities were due to “ poor judgment of driv er.” Ex perts 
agree that nex t forward step in design must he in glare-proof, fool­ 
proof lighting sy stems, but more important than any mechanical 
improv ement would be elim ination of negligence and ca relessness.

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§ CIENCE DISCARDS ‘CERTAINTIES’ 
A bright you ng man of today who set ou t to 
get a good grou nding in the sciences cou ld eas­ 
ily be forgiven for conclu ding that he was being 
ask ed to discard ail of his certainties and su b­ 
stitu te a somewhat ju mtfled mess of p robabili­ 
ties, near-p robabilities and wild gu esses. 
A decade or two ago science was dogmatic and 
p ositive. It set u p certain “natu ral laws” and 
they were lik e the laws of the Medes and the 
Persians. Certain things were thu s and so and 
no one need argu e abou t it. 
To ap p reciate how the p ictu re has changed 
you need only consider a sp eech made in New 
York the other evening by Dr. Irving Langmu ir, 
the 19 32 Nobel Prize winner in chemistry. 
Du ring the last 20 years, he said, science has 
come to believe that “no natu ral law has abso­ 
lu te validity” and that “in no absolu te sense can 
anything ever be p redicted accu rately.” The law 
of cau se and effect is no longer with u s, and 
nothing in the u niverse is secu rely hitched. 
“Some things may be more p robable than oth­ 
ers,” he added, “bu t you can’t say that anything 
is absolu tely tru e.” 
It wou ld be hard to overestimate the imp or­ 
tance of this changed attitu de, for it carries with 
it one of the p rofou ndest revolu tions that the 
hu man mind has ever been comp elled to p ass 
throu gh. We are not throu gh with that revolu ­ 
tion yet; indeed, we have hardly p assed its first 
p hase; and before we comp lete it some of ou r 
concep ts of man ind natu re and life and the 
u niverse are lik ely to be altered almost beyond 
recognition. 
Nor is there anything in all of this to dep ress 
the sp ecu lative sou l who lik es to feel that there 
are valu es which material standards cannot as­ 
sess and realities which hu m an eyes cannot see. 
Indeed, the exact op p osite is tru e. It is the u ltra- 
materialist who is confou nded by this change. 
How are you going to be dogmatic abou t the ab­ 
solu te dominion of material ^things when you 
cannot have one single certainty abou t them? 
In its long climb u p from dark ness mank ind 
has p assed a great rise, and stands now facing 
limitless horizons. It has lost its old landmark s 
— bu t it has a marvelou s chance for adventu rou s 
exp loration. 


A LAMENTABLE INCIDENT 
Another black chap ter has been written in the 
mortgage rep u diation movement in Iowa. 
A 
crowd of over one hu ndred hostile farmers 
dragged Ju dge Charles C. Bradley of Le Mars, 
Iowa, from his cou rtroom after he had refu sed 
to agree that he wou ld not sign any more farm 
mortgage foreclosu res. 
The mob carried the ju dge blindfolded in a 
tru ck to a cross roads a short distance from town 
where they stru ck him, p u t a rop e arou nd his 


neck , chok ed him, smeared grease on his face, 
robbed him of p art of his clothing and m istreat­ 
ed him violently in other ways. They constantly 
rep eated their demands of him bu t he steadfastly 
refu sed, his only statem ent being that he wou ld 
try to do the fair thing by all men to the best 
of his ju dgment. 
This incident is another in a series of mob ac­ 
tions in the rep u diation of mortgages in Iowa, 
as well as in other states, ^ow far su ch men 
will go In following the movement is hard to say 
bu t any law abiding citizen will agree that it is 
high time that drastic measu res were tak en to 
cu rb su ch lamentable p rocedu re. 
Su ch actions are not only u nwarranted bu t will 
do no good whatsoever. They may serve to tem ­ 
p orarily halt the p rocess of law bu t the u ltimate 
ou tcome will not /be changed. Loans that were 
made on the mortgages were consu mated in good 
faith and the borrower received the money and 
u sed it. The fact that the farmer is u nable to 
p ay is not the fau lt of the p erson or comp any 
holding the mortgage and that p erson or com­ 
p any is entitled to the money that is du e. 
It is agreed that the p light of the farm er is 
a sorry one in a greater nu mber of cases bu t the 
fau lt does not lie with those who may have 
loaned money on the secu rity of the land owned 
by the farmer. 
In nearly every case of mortgage rep u diation, 
the money loaned came from insu rance com­ 
p anies or bank s. The fu nds from which this 
money originated rep resented the dep osits of 
many p eop le, or the savings throu gh insu rance 
of men, women and children all over the cou ntry. 
These p eop le cannot be blamed for any bad sit­ 
u ation which confronts the farmer. 
Another p ossible resu lt of su ch actions which 
may p rove to be a nemisis for those who p artak e 
in them, as well as all other farmers, is the fact 
tnat the time may come when a farm er cannot 
secu re a loan becau se of the fear on the p art of 
those with money to loan that the secu rity for 
tne loan may oe rep u diated when the time comes 
for p ayment. If su ch a situ ation shou ld develop , 
larm ers will then be in a sorry p light, indeed. 
Governor Clyde Herring of Iowa has already 
tak en tne drastic step ol declaring m artial law 
m Plymou th cou nty. He is determined to stop 
su cii ou trages in tnat state and has acted qu ick ­ 
ly and commendably.

Parent^ of Gerald Tomes of Near 
Milroy Receiv e His Prop­ 
erty from Lakehurst. 


YOUTH WAS AMONG THE 
ILL-FATED AKRON CREW 


Person al belon gin gs of Gerald 
Tomes, 
Ru sh 
cou n ty 
y ou th 
aboard the Ak ron when it crash­ 
ed in to the ocean early in April, 
were receiv ed Mon day by the 
lost sailor’s paren ts, Mr. an d 
Mrs. William Tomes, sou theast 
of Milroy . 
These possession s were sen t to 
the Tomes family from the n av al 
station at Lak ehu rst, N. J., an d 
in dicated that the gov ern men t 
had closed its records on the 
Ak ron case an d had officially 
listed members of the dirigible’s 
crew as “lost at sea.” 
A letter to this effect, n otify ­ 
in g Tomes’ paren ts that his be­ 
lon gin gs wou ld be sen t home, 
was receiv ed from H. V. Wiley , 
on ly su rv iv in g officer of the de­ 
stroy ed craft, last week . Sev eral 
large pictu res of the Ak ron were 
also sen t the Tomes family by 
the gov ern men t. 
In dication s that y ou n g Tomes 
had a premon ition that misfor­ 
tu n e awaited him on the last 
flight of the Ak ron were rev ealed 
in a letter receiv ed by the Tomes 
family last week from a sailor 
frien d of their lost son . 
This man , whose du ties were 
to work on the gigan tic airship 
when it was in the station , wrote 
j that he had seen Tomes as the 
flight crew wen t aboard the 
craft as the grou n d crew left the 
dirigible ju st before the flight. 
At that time Tomes gav e his 
frien d $11 an d requ ested him to 
tak e charge of this mon ey if 
an y thin g happen ed. A money 
order for this amou n t was en ­ 
closed in the letter to the Tomes 
family by this n av y man .

Philippin e Islan ds in behalf of 
the work in these lan ds. 
Mr. Pau l’s rich ex perien ce, his 
thorou gh k n owledge of the mis­ 
sion ary task , an d his win n in g 
person ality mak e him a forcefu l 
an d in terestin g speak er.
